At a news conference, dam* 
son, who has been coadtocting 
a probe into the assart— tii.iai 
for more than a year, strt Os- 
wald was a Central TninlHpnrr 
Agency agent. He added that he' 
had evidence the final meeting 
of the conspirators took place 
on Sept. 17, 1963. 

‘That day,” Garrison said, 
“the FBI sent out a TWX (in- 
terbureau telegram) announcing 
that on Nov. 22, an attempt 
will be made to assassinate 
John F. Kennedy in Dallas.” 

The telegram, he claimed, 
‘Vent 1 VA ff r I la— er (FBI 
director). What cams down to 
President Kennedy ym can 
judge for yourself in that he 
vmfe allowed to ride without a 
bubbletop (on his car) in that 
parade in Dallas.” 

He said Edgar Eugene Brad - 
ley, 49, of North Hollywood, 
Calif., one of the two men he 
has charged with conspiracy to 
assassinate President Kennedy, 
had in 1964 tried to work un 


•Sstence of the FBI telegram, 
!■ said, “If you and I were in 
0 closed room, I could prove it. 
But I’m not going to allow any 
evidence to get out now.” 

Besides Bradley, Garrison has 
filed conspiracy charges against 
SSL L. Shaw, retired New Or- 
leans businessman. Shaw’s trial 
is set for February. 

Bradley has hot yet been ar- 
rested.

Ggrrison said a Loran Hal l of 
California had inside knowledge 
of the assassination the day it 
happened. He said government 
officials never called Hall be- 
fore the Warren Commission. 

Loran Eugene Hall of Johns- 
andale, Calif., is mentioned in 
the Warren Commission report. 
He told the FBI that in Septem- 
ber of 1963 that he was in Dal- 
las soliciting aid in connection
